Battle Harbor, Labrador, SepL 13.— 


The following details of 
Commander 


Peary's journey have 
been 
gleaned 


Irom members of the expedition on the 
Steamer Roosevelt. 


The only men to reach the pole were 


Commander Peary and one 
Eskimo. 


Eging Wap by. name. The other white 
members of the various parties that 
left Cape Columbia were sent back 
one by one as Peary drew nearer daily 
lo his goal. 


Matthew Hensen and three Eskimos, 


the only other members of the reduced 
party that made the final dash, were 
left south of the pole. 
Capt. Robert 


A. Bartlett and George T. Borup start- 
ed Feb. 27 from Cape Columbia with 
a number of Eskimos and dogs on the 
march across the ice, heading north. 
On IMarch 1 Commander Peary left 
Cape Columbia with his party, consist- 
ing of seven white men, seventeen Es- 
kimos and 136 dogs. 


Had to Walt for Ice. 


On March 6 came up with Bartlett, 


who had pitched his camp at the side 
of a lead of water which it was im- 
possible to cross. The combined par- 
ties had to wait until March 11, seven 
days, before progress was possible. The 
sun was seen for the first time March 
5, and an observation showed the ex- 
plorers were a short way from the 84th 
parallel. 
The supply of alcohol was 


running short and Borup returned to 
Cape Columbia for 
a 
fresh 
stock. 


March 14 Borup overtook Peary again 
and brought a supply of oil and alco- 
hol. The division under Prof. Ross G. 
Marvin joined Peary the same day. 
At this point Prof. Ronald M..McMU~ 
len was sent back, his feet having been 
badly frozen. Borup returned to land 
from 85.23 with two Eskimos. 


• The party now consisted of twelve 
men, ten sledges and 85 dogs. Bartlett 
was still two days ahead of ..Peary. 
. Marvin took observations at 85.40 then 
started on his return march. On the 
next march artiett made a record trip, 
covering twenty miles. Thia brought 
him to 85.38. 


Party Grows Smaller. 


The party now consisted of Peary, 


Bartlett, Matthew Hensen, the colored 
man, who has been Peary's personal 
assistant on so many of his expedi- 
tions, the Eskimos, seven sledges and 
sixty dogs and the journey northward 
was resumed. The ice was perfectly 
level as far as the eye could see. Bart- 
lett took the observation on the 88th 
parallel on April 2 and then reluctantly 
returned, leaving Peary, Hensen and 
three Eskimos, with 
provisions 
for 


forty days, to make the final dash to 
the pole. 


The men walked for ten hours and 


made twenty miles. 
They then slept 


near the 89th parallel. While crossing 
a stretch of young ice 300 yards wide 
the sledge broke through. It was saved 
but two ot the Eskimos had narrow 
escapes. 


Ice Good; Dogs Fine. 


The ice was still good,, and the dogs 


were in great shape. 
They made as 


high as twenty-five miles a day. The 
next observation was made at 89.25. 
The next two marches were made in a 
dense fog. The sun was sighted on the 
third 
march, 
and 
an 
observation 


showed 89.57. 


The pole was reached April 6 and a 


score of observations were taken at 90. 
Peary deposited his records and hoist- 
ed the American flag. The tempera- 
ture was 32 degrees below zero (Fah- 
renheit). The pole 
appeared 
as a 


frozen sea. 
Peary tried to make a 


sounding, but got no bottom at 1,500 
fathoms. Peary stayed at the pole for 
thirty-four hours and then started on 
his return journey the 
afternoon o£ 


April 7. 


On the return the marches were con- 


tinuous and Peary and the Eskimos 
suffered greatly from fatigue. They 
had their first sleep at the end of the 
eighth march from the pole In 
the 


Igloos left by Bartlett.- Here there was 
a violent storm.- 


On April 23 the party reached the 


land ice west of Cape Columbia- The 
Eskimos were delighted to reach land, 
and the party slept for two days. They 
repaired their sledges, rested their dogs 
and resuming the journey reached the 
Roosevelt April 27. 


Tho Death of Marvin. 


Marvin left Peary on the way up on 


Friday, March 26, to return to the ship. 
He had with him two Eskimos and 17 
dogs. 
The story of the 
professor's 


death was obtained from one of the 
Eskimos. April 10 Man-in was forty- 
five miles from Cape Columbia, 
He 


started 
out that morning, walking 


ahead. The Eskimos were occupied In 
packing the sledges, a fact that per- 
mitted Marvin to get a good start on 
them. 


When the Eskimos arrived 
at an 


open lead they noticed that the young 
ice was broken about twenty-five yards 
out and they saw That looked like a 
man's body floating in the center of the 
Ica'd. It was owing to the treacherous 
ico the Eskimos could not venture out. 
They returned to the Roosevelt and 
reported. 
t 


Captain Bartlett then went back to 


the point they designated and recov- 
ered Prof. Marvin's spare boots, cloth- 
Ing and personal 
belongings 
which 


1 were still on the ice where the Eski- 


mos had left them. The superstitions 
of their race prevented 
the. natives 


from bringing the dead man's effcts

heads of trust and savings institutions 
by hundreds rubbed elbows today with 
minor officials from the various banks 
of the country in what seemed hope- 
less confusion in the preliminaries for 
the convention of the American Bank- 
ers' association, which formally con- 
venes tomorrow. 


The registration 
of 
the delegates 


continued through the day and the i 
waiting lines swung twice around the 
second door of the Auditorium hotel, 
while Secretary Farnsworth and his 
aides sought to issue credentials to the 
perspiring crowd. 


In addition there were ten commit- 


tee meetings in the morning, each of 
which wrestled with the weighty prob- 
lems of national financial importance. 
One of the principal meetings was a 
conference on the uniform bills ot lad- 


ing, 
a subject of deep import to the 


bankers, not alone of the great cities, 
but of their more humble brethren in 
the smaller country towns. 


Used as Credit. 


Bills of lading are often used as a 


basis of credit by the customers of the 
banks and tho bankers are to a man 
anxious that they be placed on a solid 
basis, so as negotiable Instruments 
they may be handled by bankers with- 
out risk. The bankers have already 
approved the form of bills of lading 
used by the interstate commission and 
seek to establish it by law In the dif- 
ferent states. 


At the conference, which was ad- 


dressed by men 
who 
have studied 


deeply into the question, a resolution 
calling on the 
delegates to urge in 


their several states the passage of a 
uniform bill of lading law, was adopt- 
ed without a dissenting vote. Another 
resolution adopted by the conference 
was a recommendation that congress 
be petitioned to pass a federal uniform 
bill o£ lading act In conformity to the 
interstate 
commerce * ' commission 


forms. 


Bank Supervisors Meet.' 


The annual convention of the Na- 


tional Association of Supervisors of 
State Banks was held today. Pierce 
Jay, president of the association, de- 
livered his annual address. 


•President Jay's address was follow- 


ed by the committee on uniforoi bank 
laws and 
uniform 
classification of 


bank reports. The committee in refer- 
ring to tho results that have been ac- 
complished, reports that the law corn-- 
mittee of the savings bank section of 
the American Bankers' association has 
adopted the principle ot the segrega- 
tion and proper investment of savings 
deposits as its legislative program; al- 
so that a considerable number of su- 
pervisors of state banks recommended 
to their respective legislatures the en- 
actment of legislation along the lines 
of its recommendations. 


The report gives a list of governors 


who recommended banking legislation 
along the lines of the recommenda- 
tions of the committee. 
The reports 


mentions the states, the legislatures of 
which meet in 1810. 
In several of 


these states there is need, it is stated, 
for improved banking laws. It recom- 
mended that a standing law commit- 
tee be created to assist in carrying out 
the legislative policies ot the asso- 
ciation.

Dr. Cook told practically the same 


story to one of his closest American 
friends just a week ago. before Com- 
mander Peary reappeared on the scene, 
but said he did not intend to make It 
public because It might lead to un- 
pleasantness. 


Dr. Hansen was with Cook for some 


time In Greenland and returned with 
him on the Danish government steamer 
Hans Egede. In his letter lie says: 


"Now that Dr. Cook lias gone I am

Peary Takes Possession. 


"Dr. Cook had built his house for 


stores in Annatnok, north of Etah. and 
it was this depot which he slarted to 
roach 
in 
February, 
1009. crossing 


Smith sound. It was a pretty large 
liouse. the walls being built of heavily 
filled provision boxes, so that Dr. Cook 
knew that when this Important point 
was reached everything was safe. He 
had, before tho start, arranged with a 
young friend named Whitney that ho 
might have the right to use the houso 
while hunting musk oxen for sport, in 
the winter of 1908-09. 


"When Dr. Cook and his two Eski- 


mos, exhausted and half starved, camo 
within a short distance of the house In 
Annatook, young Whitney came out to 
hid him welcome, but inside the.houso 
was a stranger, a giant 
Newfound- 


lander boatswain, on watch. This man 
had been placed in Dr. Cook's house 
by,Penry,'wh'eii the latter passed Etah 
with his ship bound north.. Peary had 
given tho boatswain a -written order, 
which commenced with the following 
words: 


" 'This house belongs to Dr. Freder- 


ick A. Cook, but Dr. Cook Is long ago 
dead and there Is no use 
to search 


after him. 
Therefore, I, Commander 


Robert E. Peary, install my boatswain 
in this deserted house.'- 


'Cook Begs to Get In. 


"This paper the boatswain, who could 


neither read nor write, exhibited to Dr. 
Cook and the latter took a copy ot this 
wonderful document This copy, how- 
ever, he does hot "Intend to publish" If 


Peary's course does not force him to 
do. so. 


"Dr. Cook gave me a lively account 


of how the 
young millionaire, Mr. 


Whitney, during the whole winter was 
treated like a dog by the giant boat- 
swain and how he had calmly wit- 
nessed the sailor barn-ring Dr. Cook's 
provisions for fox and bearskins for 
himself. 


"Dr. Cook also had to put a good 


face on the unpleasant situation, lit 
hud to beg to get into his own house 
and had to make a compromise with 
the boatswain with strong flsis. 


"Dr. Cook made a present 
of the 


house with all Its contents to his two 
faithful Eskimos, with the provision 
that Whitney was to have the use ol 
the house as long as his hunting trip 
lusted, but he was compelled lj let the 
Newfoundland boatswain continue his 
wutch. 
The boatswain, however, re- 


ceived strict orders not to exchanga 
any more of the provisions or guns. 


Men's Records Is Issue. 


"Now I suppose the sailors will cele- 


brate his triumphal entrance into New 
York harbor aboard Peary's ships, 
while Whitney is where? Aboard his 
own yacht Jeannie. 
Or. perhaps, ha 


has not wanted to wait for his own 
boat and has gone aboard Peary's ship. 


"To Mr. Whitney, Dr. Cook gave- his 


Instruments and his observations, as 
he thought those precious things were 
safer thoro. than on the long sledge trip 
In the spring across Melville Bay, but 
all his notebooks and greasy and soiled 
record books, which have bcon so close- 
ly written upon, he kept and carried 
with him. 


"To mo, who understands only a 


very little astronomy, the records writ- 
ton down so closely and in all direc- 
tions, were very hard to read, but what 
is the record to UH? 
Tho two men, 


Pcnry and Cook, tholr character, their 
conduct—thnt Is what Interests us, ar-d 
every little Horn throwing a sidelight 
upon their natures is valuable."
